EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

between the vibration generator and the vibration rod, at least one vibration vane for 
vibration and at least one auxiliary vane fixed to the vibration rod, wherein the auxiliary 
vane is substantially devoid of vibration ability, a vibration vane-fixing member, and an 
insulation member for electrically separating the vibration rod or a vibration transmission 
member in a non-immersed position in a treatment bath, near the vibration generator 
and away from the vibration vane and auxiliary vane.
